The purpose of a study on the effects of early and delayed castration on urinary tract development 
of Boer goats was to determine if delaying castration increased urethral size and helped reduce the 
incidence of urinary calculi in the goat industry of Texas. In the study, the urinary calculi, not any 
external procedure, resulted in the pain and distress. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or

In most cases where urinary calculi developed, it occurred over a 24-48 hr time period, and thus 
was noted in time for relief - via urethral massage, flushing with a syringe, or surgical widening of 
the end of the urethra — to be provided before severe pain and distress occurred. 

In five cases severe blockage occurred suddenly before any distress had even been observed, 
resulting in either sudden death from burst bladder or pain and injury severe enough to require 
alleviation by euthanasia.
